Dear  Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  transactions  of  this  office 
for  the  years  1935  and  1936,  together  with  certain  information 
and  suggestions. 

The  report  contains  a  list  of  officials,  elective  and  appointive, 
and  members  of  State  Boards  that  have  been  commissioned  by 
the  Governor  through  this  office,  and  other  informative  data  that 
experience  has  shown  is  found  to  be  helpful  information  for  the 
public  and  particularly  for  the  legislative,  executive  and  judicial 
departments. 

There  is  also  contained  herein  statement  of  monies  received 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury, 
which  for  1935  amounted  to  $369,735.37  and  for  1936  was 
$481,441.69. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICE 

The  original  functions  of  this  office  which  it  still  retains  in- 
clude the  attesting  and  recording  of  all  executive  documents, 
papers  and  orders  and  the  preparation  of  commissions,  etc. 

The  duties  have  grown  both  in  variety  and  extent.  The 
Secretary  of  State  is  not  only  charged  with  the  carrying  out  of 
the  original  functions  of  the  office  in  greatly  increased  volume, 
including  the  administration  of  the  Primary  and  General  Elec- 
tion Laws,  but  is  also  the  record  office  for  all  matters  in  relation 
to  organization  of  corporations,  the  admission  of  foreign  cor- 
porations and  now  collecting  under  laws  of  comparatively  recent 
date  considerable  revenues  for  the  State. 

BONDS  OF  PUBLIC  OFFICIALS 

The  bonds  of  State  and  County  officials,  in  cases  where  bonds 
are  required,  are  filed  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State  as  a 
prerequisite  to  the  issuance  of  commissions  and  for  safe  keeping. 
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CUSTODY  AND  PUBLICATION  OF  THE  LAWS 
In  the  odd  numbered  years  this  office  is  engrossed  with  duties 
incident  to  the  convening  of  the  Legislature,  receiving,  index- 
ing and  preparation  for  publication  of  all  laws  enacted  by  the 
Legislature  and  the  speedy  publication  in  pamphlet  form  of  all 
laws  of  a  general  nature.  The  Secretary  of  State  is  also  required 
to  publish  in  permanent  form  all  of  the  General  Acts  and  Special 
Acts  and  Resolutions  of  the  Legislature,  which  are  sold  in  ac- 
cordance with  law  and  the  proceeds  remitted  to  the  State 
Treasurer. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  Legislature  amend  the  present  stat- 
utes to  the  extent  that  the  volumes  left  on  hand  of  the  Compiled 
General  Laws  of  1927  may  be  distributed  to  those  officials  and 
public  agencies  where  they  will  be  of  the  most  use  and  before 
becoming  entirely  out  of  date.  It  is  also  suggested  that  the  laws 
governing  the  distribution  of  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature  be 
amended  so  as  to  bring  them  up  to  date. 

ELECTIONS 

This  office  has  many  and  varied  duties  in  connection  with 
providing  for  the  holding  of  primary  elections,  general  elections 
and  special  elections.  In  the  even  numbered  years  the  election 
division  of  the  office  is  busy  throughout  the  entire  year,  begin- 
ning in  January  with  the  preparations  for  registration  books, 
etc.,  and  winding  up  in  December  with  final  tabulation  and  pub- 
lication of  the  election  results  of  the  general  election  held  in 
November.  This  division  is  immediately  engrossed  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  odd  numbered  years  with  the  qualification  of  those 
elected  or  appointed  to  office,  issuing  commissions  therefor  and 
keeping  the  proper  records  of  the  hundreds  of  State,  County 
and  District  officials.  Some  changes  in  the  election  laws  looking 
to  economy  are  recommended. 

The  primary  laws  are  in  need  of  some  amendments  both  on 
account  of  certain  sections  and  provisions  that  are  out  of  date 
and  because  of  certain  situations  possible  to  arise  for  which  we 
now  have  no  express  provisions  in  the  primary  laws. 

FEES  THE  SECRETARY  OF  STATE  IS  REQUIRED  TO 

CHARGE  FOR  SERVICE 

The  law  in  relating  to  this  should  be  clarified.     There  is  a 

variation  in  the  statutory  charge  for  rendering  the  same  service, 

due  to  different  provisions  in  the  laws.     Total  collections  of  the 
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office  last  year  was  four  hundred  eighty-one  thousand,  four  hun- 
dred forty-one  dollars  and  sixty-nine  cents  ($481,441.69),  all 
of  which  goes  into  the  State  Treasury. 

TRADE  MARK  LAW 

The  law  at  present  is  very  vague  and  indefinite.  A  new  law 
should  be  passed  with  broader  provisions. 

CUSTODIAN 

Under  the  Constitution  the  Secretary  of  State  is  custodian 
of  the  Capitol  Building  and  grounds  and  is  charged  with  the  care 
and  upkeep  thereof.  He  is  also  custodian  of  the  Great  Seal  of 
the  State  and  affixes  the  same  to  all  documents  and  papers  re- 
quired to  be  authenticated  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Florida. 
He  is  also  custodian  of  the  State  Flag. 

The  Capitol  Building  has  become  so  crowded  by  the  normal 
growth  of  the  business,  records,  documents,  etc.,  of  the  admin- 
istrative departments  that  floor  space  is  not  only  at  a  premium 
but  the  overcrowding  has  become  acute.  Some  provisions  for 
additions  to  the  Building  in  my  opinion  would  prove  a  wise  and 
economical  step. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Federal  Government  an  addition 
to  one  wing  of  the  State  Capitol  is  under  construction,  but  this 
will  only  partly  relieve  the  crowded  condition  and  this  office  as 
well  as  some  two  or  three  additional  major  departments  will  re- 
ceive no  relief  from  these  crowded  conditions  until  a  second 
wing  to  the  Capitol  is  provided  which  I  urgently  recommend. 

CORPORATIONS 

Since  my  last  biennial  report  provision  has  been  made  by  the 
Legislature  for  the  dissolution  of  all  domestic  corporations  and 
the  cancellation  of  the  permits  of  all  foreign  corporations  which 
were  three  years  or  more  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  capital 
stock  tax.  This  has  resulted  in  clearing  from  the  corporation 
files  approximately  thirty  thousand  dead  and  abandoned  corpo- 
rations and  has  also  served  in  making  for  better  collection  of  the 
capital  stock  tax.  When  this  law  was  enacted  by  the  1935  Leg- 
islature no  appropriation  was  requested  for  the  following  two 
years  as  there  was  sufficient  in  the  capital  stock  tax  expense 
fund  accumulated  to  take  care  of  this  expense.  The  operation 
of  this  law,  however,  for  the  last  two  years  has  absorbed  the 
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surplus  in  the  capital  stock  tax  expense  fund  and  some  small 
annual  appropriation  is  needed  for  its  continued  operation. 

CAPITAL  STOCK  TAX 

This  office  collects  and  turns  in  to  the  General  Revenue  Fund 
more  than  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000.00)  an- 
nually through  the  capital  stock  tax.  It  is  collected  at  a  mini- 
mum of  expense  the  limitation  being  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000.00)  annually. 

LAWS  RELATING  TO  ORGANIZATION'  OF 
COOPERATIVE  ASSOCIATIONS 

There  is  in  effect  now  in  the  Florida  Statutes  three  different 
provisions  relating  to  the  organization  of  corporations  of  this 
class.  One  law  should  be  passed  sufficiently  broad  enough  to 
take  care  of  the  situation. 

THE  LAW   RELATING  TO   NON-PROFIT 
CORPORATIONS 

The  present  law  provides  for  the  organization  of  certain 
corporations  by  petition  to  the  Circuit  Judge  of  the  Circuit 
wherein  the  corporation  is  to  be  domiciled,  therefore,  such  a 
corporation  may  be  incorporated  at  sixty-seven  different  places 
in  the  State.  A  new  law  should  be  passed  centralizing  the  in- 
corporation of  all  corporations,  with  one  or  two  exceptions  such 
as  fairs  and  churches. 

CIVIL  SERVICE  RECOMMENDED 

The  office  of  Secretary  of  State  is  one  in  which  it  is  quite 
clear  that  the  longer  a  clerk  or  employee  is  with  the  office  the 
more  valuable  he  becomes.  Efficiency  is  the  watchword  of  the 
office  and  the  highest  efficiency  cannot  be  obtained  if  the  em- 
ployees labor  under  constant  fear  of  losing  their  positions.  The 
clerical  force  of  this  office  has  been  given  freedom  from  that 
fear,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the  assurance  that  so  long  as  their 
work  was  efficient  their  positions  were  secure.  In  my  opinion 
the  value  of  this  has  been  amply  demonstrated  in  this  office  and 
from  my  own  close  observation  through  twenty-five  years  as  a 
public  official  and  employee,  I  feel  constrained  to  respectfully 
suggest  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  providing  a  Civil  Service 
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for  state  employees.  This  might  be  begun  on  a  limited  scale  in 
order  that  its  benefits  be  thoroughly  tested  before  being  ex- 
tended to  all  the  classified  services  of  the  state. 

MEMBER  OF  VARIOUS  BOARDS 

The  Secretary  of  State  is  ex-officio  member  of  a  number  of 
state  boards  and  commissions,  as  are  also  the  other  "Cabinet" 
officers.  While  I  believe  that  this  was  a  wise  provision  in  our 
Constitution  to  the  extent  that  these  boards  are  a  stabilizing  in- 
fluence and  balance  wheel  in  the  administrative  functions  of  Gov- 
ernment, I  also  believe  that  the  Cabinet  Officers  should  be  re- 
lieved of  some  of  these  because  of  lack  of  sufficient  time  to 
devote  to  the  constantly  increasing  duties  entailed  by  member- 
ship on  all  of  these  boards. 

CONCLUSION 

The  motto  of  this  office  is  "Prompt,  Efficient  and  Courteous 
Service."  That  we  have  been  successful  in  a  measure  in  living 
up  to  this  motto  is  evidenced  by  the  large  number  of  kindly 
voluntary  expressions  received  from  the  people  of  the  State, 
especially  those  having  business  with  this  office.  For  these  ex- 
pressions of  commendation  the  office  force  and  myself  are  sin- 
cerely grateful.
